u s m ay sit opposite her and eat 
ou rselv es. If the patient pick s 


u p the fork too soon, she will 
get a shock .” 
Stok ois said the psy chologist 
sets a tim ed waiting interv al 
for the patient after analy zing 
her eating behav ior. 
The patient soon begins to 
“ chain together” non-eating be­ 
hav ior to tak e u p tim e at the 
table instead of simply eating. 
“ She m ay tak e a sip of wa­ 
ter, du b her mou th with a nap 
k in, speak to u s, instead of 


wolfing down the food,” be ex ­ 
plained.

set

them ,” he said, adding that if 
some patients try to "wait us 
out” they’ll get a shock that 
way too. 
"The shock 
is painful but 
never injurious,” he said. 


"W e’re not shocking the eat­ 
ing 
itself—just 
rapid 
eating. 
And often we shock only when 
the patient eats the ‘wrong’ 
thing—maybe cake. ice cream 
and so forth,” he said 
The weight loss itself is usu­ 
ally the principal "reinforcer” 
to change the eating behavior, 
the 
psychologist 
said, 
noting 
that some women patients have 
lost as much as 80 pounds using 
the center’s technique. 


And in case a patient begins 
to backslide into her old "food 
addiction” approach, there are 
even portable shockers avail­ 
able. 
"W e’re not just working on 
weight loss per se,” Stokols 
emphasized. 
"We try to ap­ 
proach the person in a total 
fashion and try to ‘tease out’ 
whatever 
emotional 
problems 
might have a bearing on the 
food addiction.”

Deaths Mount 


RAPID CITY, S. D. (AP) -

worst flood disaster in 44 years 
has reached 208, and officials 
fear many more bodies will be 
found outside Rapid City in the 
streams that filter from tile 
nearby Black Hills.

A son, Ralph Jr., 13, was the 
only member of the family to 
survive the disaster. 
According to the Red Cross 
report, the family was on the 
house roof when it was carried 
away by the churning water.

NEW YORK (AP) - Tele­ 
phone rates are going up in 
most of the country and Ameri­ 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
last year the world’s top money 
maker, is seeking another $1.2 
billion in 18 separate cases. 
Critics 
claim 
the 
commu­ 
nications giant doesn’t need or 
deserve the money. And de­ 
pending on where they live, 
they may also have a harsh 
word to say about service. 
“The reason AT&T needs so 
much money is because of poor 
management,” 
says

Ende,

Commu­ 
nications Commission attorney 
appointed to defend the public 
interest in one rate case. “If 
regulation 
merely

mistakes, 
efficiency 
doesn’t improve.”

It operates 
about IOO million telephones in

phone calls. 
With profits from its manu­ 
facturing and research subsi­ 
diaries, it netted $2.2 billion in 
1971, up 2 per cent from 1970. 
In comparison, General Motors, 
the world’s largest industrial 
corporation, earned $1.9 billion 
last year. AT&T’s first quarter 
profits this year were up 6 per 
cent to $592 million.

planned a trip to New York by 
chartered jet and a visit to

Included in the itinerary was 
a tour of Harlem Hospital, ac­ 
companied by the 
widow of 
slain civil rights 
leader Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 
The final week of campaign­ 
ing here follows 
McGovern’s 
one-day trip Sunday to South 
Dakota to view the destruction 
caused 
by 
heavy 
rains 
and 
flooding in Rapid City, S D. 
He called it “a scene of in­ 
credible destruction and desola­ 
tion.” 
McGovern plans to spend six 
of the remaining eight days be­ 
fore the June 20 primary in 
New York State. Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey, the only other 
major still-active candidate for 
the nomination, did not enter 
the New York contest. 
McGovern has delegate slates 
entered in all but two of the 
state’s 
39 
congressional 
dis­ 
tricts. 
He is generally expected to 
emerge 
from 
the 
Empire 
State’s contest with over 200 of 
the 278 delegates at stake and 
travel to Miami Beach with 
about 1,300 first-ballot votes. It 
takes 1,509 to win the nomi­ 
nation. 
McGovern’s trip to South Da­ 
kota followed 
what was de­ 
scribed as the worst disaster in 
that state’s history. 
More than 200 are reported 
dead and hundreds missing as 
a result of the heavy rains and 
flash flood Friday night and 
early Saturday that swept down 
out of the Black Hills into Rap­ 
id City. 
At one point during an au­

city, 
McGovern said in response to a 
question “if I had been presi­ 
dent I would have been in Rap 
id City today. I think that when 
disaster strikes like this, the 
president ought to be there.”

It has remained closed ever since, 
v itll rusting hulks scuttled at its exits 
to prevent passage. Fifteen luckless 
ships,

fi e gluers, are anchored in the canal 
awaiting the day they will be freed 
to sail again. 
Some of the ships contain valuable 
cargo. Others are empty. All have been 
a b a n d o n e d bv their owners and are 


watched over now by agents of the 
companies which insured them. There 
is little to indicate they will be moving 
from Suez soon. 
Just removing the silt and sand which 
has washed into the canal is estimated 
to be a six-month task, at a cost of

"The Girl Scouts have sum 
mer camp and the Boy Scouts 
do, too,” cerebral palsy victim 
Bill Debones told his teacher 
earlier in the year.

ty?”

Portsmouth citizens began call­ 
ing to offer help. 
The result is a new summer 
day camp near Bear Lake in 
Shawnee State Forest where 
some 40 handicapped children 
will spend time in camping ac 
tivitics from July 31 through 
Aug. 4. 
All of the Youngsters will re­ 
turn home at night for the first 
three days, although a special 
overnight stay is planned the 
fourth night.
